HOW COL M'ANINCH 
WAS “GOLD BRICKED” 

INTERESTING INCIDENT IN LIFE 
OF CASEY'S GRAND OLD MAN 
WHO JUST DIED. 

Hustonvllle, July 2$th 
The death of Col Howe McAnInch. 
of Mlddleburg, recently has revived 
the story of his experience with .1 
confidence man ten or twelve years 
ago. Several Items have been pub- 
lished In tbe d.itly and local papers 
pertaining to this, but all are much 
In error The bunco man laid bis 
I'lsns adroitly and •Tucle Howe” step 
|u>d irafefully In 

He was out on his front steps one 
■iiuriilng and was accosted by a strang 
*r, who Inquired the way to tome 
lulnt Id Tennessee It seema that 
t'nile Hewe bad an uncle living lu 
the region where the tmvelor was 
going and Uncle Howe ask him to 
visit his uncle and on his return to 
rpend the night with him, as he had 
not heard from him for several ytars. 

In less than one week the man came 
back spent the night and the plot (te- 
gan to thicken He Informed uncle 
Howe that he was the owner of a 
gold mine somewhere In the moun- 
tains of Utah snd that be bad a sped- 
man In tbe shape of a gold brick, 
which waa In the hands of bis part- 
onr “Orey,” all Indian who was near 
Burgin He claimed to be short la 
cash and wanted to sell for aufficlent 
funds to further prosecute hla opera- 
tions In the mtnee 
The next day be and uncle Howe 
proceeded to Danville and from there 
to a thicket on n farm near Burgin 
where they found "Orey" with the 
brick Negotlatlona were coon con- 
cluded and uncle Howe gave aomeone 
in Danville a check on the National 
Bank at Huatonvllle for four hundred 
dollars, got the money and handed 
It over to the bunco man. He tried 
to get a larger sum from the Farmers' 
National Bank at Danville but cash- 
ier Geo. W. Welsh refused to furnish 
IL believing that he was In the hands 
of sharpers. 

After receiving tbe 1400 and seeing 
that uncle Howe couldn't raise any 
more the man disappeared. He latet 
wrote uncle Howe that the brick was 
worth only four dollars, the value of 
the brass It contained and gsve him 
this advice, "small flab should swim 
near the shore." Uncle Howe waa 
one of the directors of the National 
Bnnk here and would occasionally 
bring along bis gold brick when at- 
tending a meeting of the board. He 
would then tell over the atory and he 
enjoyed It aa much aa any of hia betr- 
ers. He has often told Dr. Alcorn 
that the lesson was a valuable one 
and that thia experience had saved 
him many hundreds of dollars. When 
a person would call for a loan or 
someone wanted him to underwrite a 
note whose solvency was doubtful^ 
he would go look at hia brick and then 
decline the accommodation. 

He was a fine old man, substantial.' 
genteel and a friend to the poor. By 
hard work he bad emwssed a good es- 
late, the largest perhaps In Casey 
county, which will be distributed 
between Ills widow and nine heirs. 
John Wesley of Somerset and WIIIU 
Coulter, sons-ln-law, have mlminis- 
tered upon the estate.

In view of the fact tlial the crimi- 
nal term of court la on here, much 
Interest is being felt In tbe operation 
of the new Indeterminate sentence 
law, passed by the last legislature. 
In the operation of which the Jury 
trying a felony case, does not fix 
(he term of punishment, but merely 
decides ihe question of guilt ur In- 
nocence. The court. In cases of con- 
viction, pronounces the Indeterminate- 
sentence The text of the new law Is 
as foHows 

1. That all of Hi ctlon Chap- 

ter 56 of the Kentfcl-y f*tatues be 
vtrit ken out and t.hi- follow ing sub- 
stitute therefor so I hat said section so 
re-enacted shall read: That the 

Jury by which an offender. Indicted 
for a felony. Is tried, shall ascertain 
only wheth-T or not said jierson la 
guilty ot a felony; If guilty ihe Jury 
shall BO state in Its verdict: and If 
the indictment under which lit Is 
prosecuted charges an offense eoc- 
sistln|; of more than one degree, 
shall find, and in the verdict say, of 
what degree they find him guilty, 
utter such finding of vertllel of the 
Jury, the court trying said offendei 
simll pronounce upon suchp erson an 
Indeterminate sentence of Imprison- 
ment In the penitentiary for a term, 
stating in such sentence and Judg- 
ment the niinlmum and mazimuni 
time of surh Imprisonment, the term 
now or hereafter prescribed by law 
as the minimum term of Imprison- 
ment for the punishment of the of- 
fense stated In the verdict aa the 
maximum time of such imprisonment 
the term now or herealter proscribed 
by law as the maximum term of im. 
pris'mment for the punishnieut of 
such offense, provided, however. In 
the trial of persons ..’barged with tha 
eommlsaion of a felony punishable 
by death of confinement in tbe peni- 
tentiary for life. If aald peraon Is 
found guilty by the jury it shall also 
prescribe the punishment In Its ver- 
dict. and the court trying such of- 
fender shall pronounce upon such 
person a sentence of death or Impris- 
onment for life, aa found by the 
Jury. A person sentenced to life 
imprlso^psent under the provisions 
of this act ahall be eligible to parole 
as now or may hereafter be pre- 
scribed by law 

The Jury by which an offendei 
charged with an offense la tried, or. 
If a Jury trying a person indicted for 
a felony shall find auch person guilty 
ot a misdemeanor, tbe Jury ahall fix 
by ita verdict tbe punishment to be 
Inflicted within the period or amount 
prescribed by law. 

Persona sentenced to punishment 
by confinement In the penitentiary 
shaU be kept at hard labor; and In 
cases where tne puniahment la a Dne 
or Imprisonment In the county Jail, 
or both, th« Imprisonment ahall be 
by close cooflnement In the Jail of 
the county where the trial waa had. 
unless otherwise provided; and the 
prisoner ahalf'alao be confined In the 
Jail until I be fine and coau are paid, 
unless otherwise provided.
